THREATEN TO KILL SQUEALER 


Lehman Receive* Threat* In Tambs 


and la Removed to House of Deten- 
tion. 
New York, Jan. 29.—the recital of 


"Black Hand" crimes begun at the 
trial of Augelo Sylvestro before Judge 
Rosalsky, In the court of general ses- 
sions, by Alfred Lehman and "Zump" 
Pucieli, was continued when Anthony 
Sadaitys, known as "Burke," another 
member ot the gang, appeared as a 
witness against Sylvestro. 


Sylvestro is on trial for placing a 


bomb in the tenement at 170 East 
Houston street, on Aug. 31 last. 


Like Lehman and Pucieli, who told 


nonchalantly OB the stand of being 
implicated in bomb outrages, murders, 
abductions, arson plots and in other 
crimes, Sadaitys is young and slight 
of build. He said, he had been in New 
York about six years, and that he had 
taken part in about twenty-three bomb 
outrages, in most of which Lehman 
was one of the leading spirits. 


Unlike Lehman, Sadaitys said that 


he did not believe in talcing human 
life it it could be avoided, but his an- 
swers to the questions of Assistant 
District Attorney Manley 
indicated 


that his policy was developed by fear 
of the electric chair, rather than any 
scruples or particular regard for oth- 
ers.gadaitys said that the men he usu- 
ally worked with tried to avoid taking 
lite and usually waited belore setting 
off a bomb until they were reasonably 
certain that no one would be killed. 
Sadaitys agreed with the others that 
there were two sections to the "Black 
Hand" band. Sadaitys said that his 
gang had two leaders, Pietro Giam- 
bruno and Giuseppe Paloro, known as 
"Budnitz." 


Wlnle Sadaitys assured the police 


that he knew nothing of any of the 
murders committed by the gang; the

Governor Tener Wants Good Roads 


and Asks Farmers to Give Ideas on 
Method* of Getting Them. 
Harrisbu^g', Pa., Jan. 29. — Stato 


Health Commissioner Samuel G. Dixon 
told the state board of agriculture that 
tbe farmers of the United States are 
throwing away J700.000.000 a year by 
allowing the drainage of their barn- 
yard to flow off into the streams. 


Pennsylvania's proportion of this 


waste is greater than the value of its 
best farm crop. Besides, there is the 
terrible cost to the whole community 
of the pollution of the streams of the 
state. 


Governor Tener's speech of intro- 


duction, in which he said 
the 
last 


legislature appropriated $20,000,000 for 
state and semi-state institutions, was 
followed by several speeches of mem- 
bers in which they demanded that 
some of this money henceforth be de- 
voted to good roads. 


A committee of five was appointed 


to confer with the state highway com- 
missioner and report on a plan for 
providing sufficient state revenues for 
the proper care of the public high 
ways. 


The 
governor in his speech said 


that it was apparent that the people 
did not approve of the bond issue for 
road building. 


"Now 
if the state board of agricul- 


ture or any other body has a better 
plan, please let us have It," said the 
goTernor. "Is direct taxation the prop- 
er thing? If so let's have it; show us 
how it should be levied. I "still believe 
that fio farmer's tax would have been 
raised one cent under the fifty million 
dollar bond issue." 


The 
governor 
also asked if the 


money could be taken from the cur- 
rent revenues to improve roads, and 
said that, in spite of admonitions, leg- 
islators were prone to make appro- 
priation* in^ excess of revenues. 


E. A. Jones, deputy highway com- 


missioner, discussed good roads and 
their relation to the farmer. 


He 
declared 
that it was only a 


wasteful extravagance to produce big 
crops, 
garner 
them 
into 
bulging 


barns there to decay, while In the 
cities multitudes of men and women 
were hungering because the abundant 
harvest could not be made accessible 
to them at a cost which they could 
meet. 
Mr. Jones 
stated that good 


roads would exert a two-fold Influence 
in reducing the cost of farm products 
to tbe consumer; first, by increasing 
the supply in the markets of cities, 
and, 
secondly, by reducing the trans- 


portation cost. 


In opening, Mr. Jones said that he 


understood the subject assigned tc 
him to be the relation of good roads 
to the commercial success of the agri- 
culturist, and declared that in this as 
pect of the subject the relationship 
was so close that good roads and the 
prosperity of the farmer were wholly 
interdependent. 


He drew attention to the faot that 


people in cities were dependent upon 
the farm for their means of suste- 
nan"e, and that as the cities grow in 
population they must solve the eco 
nomic problem as to how the farm 
produce shall be made accesible to 
them. 


The wagon road was the first line of 


communication, he said, and it is still 
first In Importance. Even when the 
railroad 
runs 
through the farming 


country there is to be considered the 
hauling of the products from the farm 
to the station.
